Every weapon in tne houss 
was seized as the five men were forc:d 
to dress. The printing press, plates, 
paper and all the counterfeiting out- 
lit found in the house, as well as the 
guns and revolvers belonging to the 
gang was louded into a  farmer’s 
wagon and taken to Lavaltrie to be 
shipped to Joliette, where it will be 
used as evidence against the gang 


when they are arraigned in court to-

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CURRENCY REFORM 
BILL PASSES SENATE 


Forces That Have Fought the 
Measure Remain Hestile to 
the Last

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19--The ad- 
ministration currency reform bill, 
proposing a revision of the financial 
system of the United States and the 
creation of regional reserve banks to 
act as stabilizing elements in the 
banking and financial world, passed 
the senate tonight by a vote of 54 to 
34. 

Forces that had fought the matter 
for improvement and amendment of 
the measure to the last, divided when 
the final vote came. Senator Hitch- 
cock, who had led the opposition to 
the bill returned to the democratic 
ranks and Senator Weeks of Massa- 
chusetts, a banker, and one of the 
leaders on the Republican side, with 
five other Republicans and Senator 
Poindexter, Progressive, voted for the 
passage of the measure,

“In advancing reasons wi:y it is in 
the interest of Canada that the gov- 
eriment should accede to the requests 
made in the resolutions presented to 
you, let me present some of the facts 
selected largely from government re- 
turna, showing the economic condi- 
tion of Canada and the relations the 
protective pystem has to trade condi- 
tions. 

“Canada imported for her con- 
sumption in the year ending March 
31, 1913, in round figures §685,000,- 
000 worth of merchandise, and ex- 
ported $3765,000,000 worth, leaving a 
balance of $310,000,000, 

Interest on Loans. 

“In addition to this adverse trade 
balance, Canada has to provide for 
interest charges on borrowed money. 
That interest charge is now estimated 
to be $75,000,000. The total amount, 
therefore, which had to be paid other- 
wise than by export was $385,000,000. 
How was this to be done We are 
paying for it now by borrowing. 
Clearly we cannot continue borrowing 
to meet the balance against us, which 
is increasing year by year at an 
alarming rate. From 1896 to 1906 
we exported more goods than we im- 
ported, and money borrowed during 
that period went into public works to 
improve conditions. Since 1903, the 
percentage of the imports over ex- 
ports has increased alarmingly, and 
now stands at 43 per cent. We 
doubled our exports in the last 13 
years, and increased our imports four- 
fold during the same period. In ad- 
dition to borrowing for necessary pub- 
Ne works, we borrowed money to pay 
for excess imports and also for inter- 
est on previously borrowed money, at 
such increasing rates that lenders got 
alarmed and called a halt. 

Canada’s Duty is Plain. 

“Clearly the sensible thing for the 
Canadian people to do is to stop bor- 
rowing money to pay for what we 
buy, and produce for export to meet 
our obligations. Our source of 
wealth is our illimitable natural re- 
sources in fertile soil, mines, forests 
and fisheries. 

“The natural wealth in mine, 
forest and fisheries can be depleted. 
The wealth in our many millions of 
acres of fertile soil is inexhaustible. 
The world needs and can absorb all 
the produce we can extract from our 
farms and will willingly accept it in 
exchange for other commodities that 
we cannot profitably produce. 

Tariff Wall Around Canada. 

“Another source of wealth és the 
converting or manufacturing of the 
raw produce .of farm, mino and 
forest into finished articles available 
for the use of man. The government 
of Canada adopted a policy of taxing 
all imports of manufactured goods, 
creating a tariff wall around Canada 
with a view of.encouraging the de- 
velopment of this source of wealth. 
This led to the establishment of many 
factories in different lines. For a 
time manufacturers competed with 
one andther, and so long as that com- 
petition existed, the burden of the 
tariff was not so severely felt, nor was 
its blighting effect on agriculture 60 
manifest. 

“In recent years, however, a new 
situation has come into existence in 
Canada, one that has to be reckoned 
with in any proposal that has to do 
with improving conditions for the de- 
velopment of our natural 
and increasing the output 
farma, forests and fisheries, 

Industrial Amalgamations. 

“Being protected from outside com- 

petition by customs duties, the manu-

facturers have seen a gain to 
themselves in combination of 
interests, and ‘Ahe standing econo- 
fact in the Inst few 
years in our country is the consump- 
ton of a large number of industrial 
amalgamations. In four years pre- 
vious to January, 1913, fifty-six in- 
dastrial mergers were negotiated, 
| With an aggregate authorized capitai- 
ization of $456,938,266. The fifty-six 
amnigamations absorbed 248 individa- 
val companies, The aggregate cap!- 
tallzation of 206 of these Individuel 
companies was approximately $167, 
289,182 indicating that whereas the 
people of Canada had to provide divi- 
dends on $167,000,000 they now have 
to provide dividends on three times 
that amount, This enormous increase 
in capitaliaztion is almost wholly 
made up of common stock which ad- 
mittedly represents very littie real 
investment, being simply protection 
capitalized . A few outstanding illua- 
(rations are: ‘Phe Canada Cement Co. 
Montreal, capitalized at $38,000,000, 
absorbed eleyen companies with a to- 
tal capital of $17,750,000; Ames Hoi- 
den and McCready, boots and = shoe:, 
cupitanzed at $11,500,000, absorbel 
two companies capitalized at $3,600,- 
000; Canada Cereal and Malting Co, 
capitalized at $11,000,000, absorbed 
companies with $509,000 capital; Do- 
minion Canners, Hamilton, capitalized 
at $12,600,000, absorbed 45 individusi 
companies whose capital was given as 
$1,324,000 All the other mergers are 
similarly inflated. 
Combines in Everything. 
“Operations have not ibeen confined 
to one or a few classes of commercia: 
concerns, Combines have been form- 
ed for handling soap, cereals, asbes- 
tos, and nearly all tne necessities cf 
life. Arrangements have been als> 
made between navigation, light and 
power, canning, retail box trade, anl 
other companies, These instances are 
sufficient to exemplify the widespread 
nature of the new feature in our com 
mercial and financial’ progress which

Enjoyable Dinner Last Nicht in Corona Hotel—Major G-iesbach 
Replies to Toast to Canada—Commissioner Chalmers

More than a hundred members of 


the Northumberland and Durham 
association gathered with their guests 
at the Corona hotel last night on the 


occasion of their first annual banquet 
in this city. An enjoyable dinner and 
an extensive toast list held the merry- 
makers until after midnight. 

Major Griesvach, who replied to the 
toast “Canada,” took as his main 
thought the responsibilities that the 
Englishmen present had as citizens of 
Canada to the motherland, He declar- 
ed that he could best illustrate what 
he meant by citing the fact that the 
newspapers carried despatches from 
Vancouver the other day with the in- 
formation that fifteen Hindus had 
heen refused entry into the Dominion. 

“They are reported as going back 
to their native land with a flame of 
rage in their hearts,’ said Major 
Griesbach. “Some of the papers re- 
marked that it mattered not what 
they had in their hearts, so long as 
they @id not come to Canada Yet the 
people of India are as much fellow 
British subjects with us, as are the 
people of Britain. We have the rieht 
to exclude them, but when we send 
them back to india atter besng io 
pulsed, they add to the burden of 
British government in India. I say if 
we take this stand,that we also should 
be willing to assume our share of the 
responsibility of India, even if this 
means by force of arms.” 

Mr. Griesbach then deduced that

How This Worts; Out. 

“Canada is an outstanding examp!e« 
of this increase. The farmers in the 
Western provinces sell their wheat at 
a little more than one cent a pount, 
the consumers way three cents for 
flour. Hogs sell around 7 1-2 cents, 
the consumers pay 20 to 25 cents perc 
pound for bacon and ham. Oats sell 
for lees than one cent per pound; oat- 
meal costs three cents. 

“Let us quote a few more facts 
from government reiurns to show th? 
blighting effect this has on farm pro- 
duction, how, instead of agriculture 
advancing to keep pace with = the 
growth of population, it is actually 
at a standstill, and since 1911, reced- 
not only in the lower provinces but 
also in Western Canada. 

Decrease in Acreage in Crops. 

“The trade and commerce report 
for 1912 shows that the total area un- 
der growing crops in Ontario, Quebec 


and Maritime Provinces in 1900 
amounted to six milNon acres, Dur- 
ing the next decade that area in- 


creased to seven and three-quarters 
millions, and on two occasions during 

the period the yearly acreage exceed- 
ed 8,000,000. Since 1910, the acre- 
age is decreasing year by year; 1912 
showed over 1,000,000 acres less than 
under crop in 1911, and a correspond- 
ing decrease in estimated acres for 
1913. 

“The check given to the growth of 
grain production in the prairie pro- 
vinces is even-more marked, The 
acreage under crop in 1910 in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta is 
given at 2,656,562. There was a 
gradual increase from year to year 
till 1911, when the acreage under 
crop was 17,488,117. 

Up to the Government. 


“The year 1912 snowed a decrease 
of 1,000,000 acres and 1913 a still 
further decline. || In the four years, 
1908 to 1911, when the growth of the 
west was at its height, the crop area 
increased frotit 2,953 acres in 
1908 to 17,488,187 in 191], The next 
two years show@i a decrease of 1,- 
659,522, and it fremains with this 
government to s@y whether we revert 
to this rapid growth of the decade 
ending 1911, or‘remain as we have 
since. s 

“In a memorial presented you’ in 
January, 1911, by a delegation from 
the Western Grain Growers, to plead 

| with this government to provide an 
outlet for the millions of bushels of 
grain going to waste that season on 
the western prairie for want of ac- 
cess to a market, the following state- 
; ment was made: 

“Unless the railway companies can 
ship six to seven million bushels ot 
wheat south before the end of April it 
will mean ruination to whole districts 
rather than individuals and would be 
a calamity the like of which never 
appeared in the Northwest. 
| New Empire Created. 

“Three million acres of new land 

were broken in the West in 1910 and 
4,000,000 in 1911. Given 
transportation facilities this aggreg 
gate would be increased proportion- 
ately in 1912 and suéceeding years, so 
that practically a new empire would 
be brought into cultivation within the 
next decade. 


* ‘Nearly 11,000,000 acres were In 


wheat the last crop, This will be 
increased by 1913 to 15,000,000 or 
16,000,000 ucres, With a like’ in- 


crease in the acreage under oats, 
barley and flax. This acreage under 
normal weather conditions will pro- 
vide over 260,000,000 bushels of 
wheat alone, for export, exciuding the 
“inereased quantity of oats, barley and 
flax. Unless some avenue for mar- 
keting will be provided, the crop for 
1913 will be marketed at a loss of 
probably 15 or 20 per cent. of its 
value to farmers, The grain growing 
industry can stand no such abuse.’ 
Expansion Has Ceased. 

“This forecast, accepting the esti- 
mated increase of the acreage under 
wheat from 11 million in 1911 to 16 
million in 1913, has materialized. 
Expansion in farming operations has 
ceused, Less than 100,000 acres has 
been broken in 1918, as against an 
estimate of 4,000,000 two years pre- 
vious, and this in the face of the fact 
that upwards of half a million immi- 
grants have been brought into the 
western country within the last three 
years, 

“Over 120,000,000 acres of the most 
fertile land under the sun has passed 
from the Crown into private control 
and is now awaiting development. 
Of that vast area, 16,000,000 acres 
was under crop this year, and how 
fast that crop is increaséd depends 
largely on this government. ‘The last 
two years have demonstrated that 
Western farmers are not’ going to 
continue to grow crops at a_ loss. 
They cannot grow grain at a profit in 
larger quantities without other mar- 
kets and alternate routes for ship- 
ment, 80 long as our grain is fore- 
ed to go for export through one chan- 
nel that lends itself so readily ‘o 
manipulation or grain speculation and 
the imposing of excessive freight 
charges by combinations of transpor- 
tatlon companies, we need look for

liability. Would it not be more to our 
credit and more honorable to use the 
land now going to waste, Dy raising 
wheat, oats, barley, flax, cattle, hogs, 
etc, to exchange for the goods we 
heed from them? 

Farmers Despondent.

ed in the marketing of the crop in 
1911. Millions of wushels of mililng 
Wheat and oats, containing excess 


moleture yet saieabie in tne U. 8. at 
3 to 4 cents a bushel, below straight 
krade p.ices, Decause of tneir large 
milling capacity, had to be shipped 
to bot wWwittain and Port Arauiu, 
when the accommodation for carry- 


ing Bain was limited and resulted 
in @rain being out of condition and 
tnesclo.e i. teaiived very itue to tte 
giower avove freight and storage 
charges and the cost of drying. Tne 
furmeis tn many cases had nothing 
left to pay the cost of production anJ 
nad to carry forward tne navility un- 
der very onerous and oppressive ar- 


rangements, of which the following 
case is typical: 

| “A tenant farmer made a purchase 
from a lumber company in the yeai 
1908, for which he gave a note 
amounting to $43.95, due five months 
hence, rate of interest ten per cent 
until due, 12 per cent. per annun 
therefrom until paid, He also ran 
an open account to the amount o 
$11.35. 

“This account, according to the 
bill heads, was to bear interest at 1. 
per cent. from day of rendering ac- 
count. Difficulties overtook the 
farmer, due to poor crops. He sur- 
rendered his rented farm poorer than 
when he commenced operations. He 
thoved away and bought a farm on 
the crop payment plan and found 
himself year by year unable to dis- 
charge the old debt. Five years later 
a garnishee was placed against some 
money received by his agent for the 
sale of a carload of grain. Under 
‘the garnishee he was forced to pay 
$109.75. The interest at 12 per 
cent. was compounded from year to 
year, making the total debt, origin- 
ally $56.30, now amount to $93.51, 
the remainder of the $109.75 being 
costs. The service was made hun- 
dreds of miles from his home and it 
practically left him obliged to put up 
with the iniquituously excessive 
charges and rates of interest. 

Country Cannot Prosper. 

“The country cannot prosper so 
long us farming operations have to be 
carried on under such adverse con- 
ditions, 

| “Conscious as we are of the unjust 
burden the customs duties impose on 
the agricultural classes, we do no 
ask for any change that would un- 
duly disturb existing trade condi- 
tions, but rather desire to secure re- 
lief gradually. We do ask, however, 
that that burden should be reduced 
rather than increased as is now the 
case. 

"The trade and navigation returns 
for the year ending March 31, 1913 
show that the average duty on the 
goods entered for consumption in 
Canada that year increased from 16 
per cent. on the previous year to 
17.03 per cent., which means an ad- 
ditional burden for revenue of six and 
a half million dollars, and if our as- 
sumption that manufacturers add the 
full extent of their protection to the 
selling price of their goods is correct, 
it would entail a very much larger 
charge to the consumer because of 
the added cost of goods of domestic 
manufacture, 

“The resolutions presented to you 
doa not ask for immediate radical 
change in customs duties. We sub- 
mit that the wider market afforded 
u& by accepting the offer of the Unit- 
ed States for tree interchange of na- 
tutal products would have the same 
effect in stimulating the raising of 
wheat, etc., as free aceess to the 
United States market for cattle has 
already jone for that line, Not only 
because ‘t would provide another mar- 
ket for grain, but also because itt 
would provide a competitive route for 
transporting grain to Kurope. 

‘We ask that all food stuffs be 
placed on the free list, as we believe 


that the taxing of the food is a 
crime against humanity, 
“We seek relief from the oppres- 


sion of the general tariff by an iin- 
mediate inceease on the preference 
now given goods imported from 
Great Britain and a= gradual in- 
crease from year to year until free 
tirade is established between Canada 
and Great Britain. In addition we 
ask that such articles as lumber, 
cement and agricultural implements 
be placed on (he free list |

That the stores and works depart- 
ment of this city has not proven 4 
success, practically since its inception 
and that it should either be abolishes 
or entirely re-organized on q totaly 
different basis, will be one of the re- 
commendations contained in the re- 
port of the city’s special auditors, 
Hyde and McIntosh, according to in- 
formation secured today by the Bul- 
letin, 

The special audit of the city cover- 
ing the past three years is now near- 
ine completion, It is expected that 
Hyde and MeIntosh will have their re- 
port ready for the city council by the 
first week in January. All ths deparc- 
ments have been thoroughly covered 
in this audit ,and while it has been 
impossible to obtain any information 
directly from these conducting the 
audit, as to any discoveries made or 
recommendations that are likely to be 
offered, itis known that the operations 
of the ana works department

By the time it 
has struck the average investor, it has 
reached such a highly electrical condi- 
aon, that one is almost inclined to 
believe that the gold or silver treasure 
n4s taken on all the properties of mag 
netite. For on exciting financial revel, 
commend us every time to a rich feast 
vf mining siocks, but for a steady diot 
we would recommend less highly spi-- 
ed dishes, 

Mining Siocks Are Highly Speculative 

To the average investor who 8 
cempted to put his money into mining 
etock we would utter “Punch’s" of.- 
quoted advice to those contemplating 
marriage, “Don't!” Still there are 
some who feel that now and then they 
must take a little ‘flyer,’ and it might 
as well be mining stocks as anythiv 
else, Mining is always more or les: 
of a speculation, and in the early 
stages of the game is a gamble purs 
and simple. When you buy shares a 
4 mining venture in the “prospect 
stage you stand to lose all you put in, 
or, in exceedingly rare cases to clea 


up a nice little fortune, 

There is One very good reason why 
the average investor should fight shy 
of mining stocks, and that is thit 
there are many men right on tne 
giound who would have bought uy 
the whole stock before it ever reac'1- 


ed the public, if they had considered 
it a specially “good thing.” If thea. 
they have bought neither the land nor 
ihe stock, it shows that they consider 
the claim as belonging to the common 
or garden variety. 

It must not be forgotten thai a min- 
ing proposition stands in a class ail 
by itself. City - property and farm 
lands may increase year.y in value by 
reason of the unearned = increment, 
Not so with a mine; life the famous 
“Magic Skin" of the [french novelist, 
it shrinks in real value each time its 
resources are arawn upon. The quan- 
tity -of mineral. to. be ‘taker our de 
creases with each ounce of cre and 
finally a day comes when the mine 13 
“worked oul." 

Mining men say that the average 
life of a gold or silver mine is ten 
years, Some last much longer, but 1 
is probable. that in. the. majority of 
cases the ore is exhausted before this 
limit is reached. This being the cas¢, 
mining stocks should provide the in- 
vestor not only with a good rate of 
interést on his monty but shoald also 
furnish ‘a kind of sinking fund to pr>- 
vide «igainst the gradual decrease 1% 
the quantity of the annual output from 
the mine. 

How To Invest. 

| All investments in mining stocks 
should be made through a reputable 
firm of brokers. If the firm’s pre- 
vious issues have been successful, the 
¢hances are in favor their later ones, 
Of course, it is safer to stick to the 
high grade listed stock of known 
value, buying during periods of gen- 
eral depression and selling when the 
market is stronger. In regard to the 
newer ventures, a thousand dollars is 
sufficient to stake with any one com- 
pany and it might ‘be advisable to di- 
vide one's interest between four or five 
claims adjoining the best discoveries 
made. 

How Reputable Promoters Peoceed, 

The reputable mining promoters in 
Toronto and Montreal are: proceeding 
on the following lines, They know 
where the important discoveries hav> 
been made, and they finance nearby 
claims which they think are worth 
prospecting by forming small com- 
panies of say, $1,000,000 nominal ca- 
pital, divided into as many shares of 
one dollar cach. The owners receive 
say, 500,000 shares, but no cash for 
property, and these shares are 
pooled under an agreement 
prevents their being sold for a cer- 
tain time. The rest of the shares are 
used for working capital, and ar 
called “treasury thares"’ A block of, 
say, 200,000 is offered to mining bru- 
kers for sale among their clients at 
a cértain price, usually at only a por- 
tion of their face value, With this 
money, prospect shafts are sunk wher: 
the surface clearings are encouraging, 
and if results are really good, the next 
block of treasury stock is able to bo 
a higher price, and more 
work is undertaken. 

The investor should always beware 
of circulars from unknown brokers 
urging the purchase of tow priced 
shares, In mining stocks the flam- 
boyant prospectus is to be shunned— 
“the lady doth protest too much,” Jt 
is far better to go to a reputable min- 
ing broker and place yourself under 
his guidance, He will do his best for 
you, and that is all the investor can 
ask of his broker in any fleld of in- 
vestment.

The demand for their 
products is increasing so that they 
ure now enlarging thelr premises, 50 
us to occupy the whole of their pre- 
sent three-storey building, and they 
are already planning adding to their 
building, The J. & J. stands for 
Johnson & Johnson, the names of the 
founders, Inside of two years they

They use sugar 
from Raymond, Alta., or from the 
refineries of B.C, Their nuts are im- 
ported from other countries. The

hotter clime, 

The making of candy is an interest- 
ing process. The syrupy mixture of 
appropriate ingredients is boiled in 
copper kettlas. The different varie- 
ties of candy require differing pro- 
cesses of manufacture, One process 
is to pour the syrup into moulds. 
Another process is to stretch the 
taffy-like candy and then squeeze it 
between brass rollers.
